G.S.R. 918(E).—The following draft of certain 
rules ruriher to amend the Aircraft Rules, 1987, 
wiucn tne Central uovemment proposes to make in 
exeicise of tne powers conferred by section 5 ol the 
Aircraft Act, 1984 (22 of 1984;, is hereby publisned 
a s required under section 14 of the said Act, lor m- 
rormauon of a persons likely to be attccted thereby 
and notice is nereby given that the said drait rules 
will be taken into comideraion after a period of 45 
uays iiom me date ot wmcii me uazettc copies con¬ 
taining the publication of this notificaion are made 
avauablc to the public. 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be re¬ 
ceived from any person witn respect to the said rules 
before the period specified above will be considered 
by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Aircraft!- 

-Amendment) Rules, 1990. 

2. In the Aircraft Rules, 1937, for rule 61, the 
following rule shall be substituted, namely ;— 

•‘61. Licensing of Aircraft Maintenance Engineers 

(1) For the purpose of rule 54, the Central Go¬ 
vernment may grant licences, Auhorhations and Ap¬ 
provals to persons to act in the capacity of 
Aircraft Maintenance Engineers, Authorised or 
Approved persons and to sign in connection with 
construction, repair, overhaul and maintenance of 
aircraft such certificates as may be prescribed by the 
Director General or required under these Rules. 

(2) General Requirements 

(A) Every applicant for the issue of Aircraft Main¬ 
tenance Engineer's licence shall satisfy the following 
requirements : 

(a) The applicant shall be not less than 
21 years of age. 

(b) The applicant must have passed 10 + 2 exa¬ 
mination with Physics and Mathematics or 
three years diploma in any branch of engi¬ 
neering or degree in any branch of engineer¬ 
ing or equivalent examination; 

(c) The applicant shall pose css a minimum prac¬ 
tical experience of four years in the field of 
aircraft maintenance engineering. 
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Provided that the Central Government may grant re¬ 
laxation with respect to the minimum requirement for 
engineering graduates,if they appear in Aircraft 
Maintenance Engineer’s licence examination in the 
relevant categories as under ; 

(i) Engineering graduates holding aeronautical 
engineering degree by 18 months in the 
categories of airframe and engines; 

(ii) Engineering graduates holding degree in 
mechanical and electrical engineering by 12 
months; 

(iii) Engineering graduates holding degree in 
electronics/telecommunications engineering 
or other allied disciplies by 12 months in 
the relevant category. 

Provided further that the Central Government may 
grant exemption from general papers to such : tudents 
of engineering institutions awarding degree in Aero¬ 
nautical [Mechanical or Electreial|EIcc'tronics engineer¬ 
ing as have passed during their course papers on Air¬ 
craft Rules, general engineering and workshop practices, 
theory of flights, aircraft structures theory of internal 
combustion engines ,basic electronics, basic communi¬ 
cation system electrical systems and aircraft instru¬ 
ment system", with syllabi approved by Director Gen¬ 
ial of Civil Aviation. Such students may be allowed 
to appear for type rated licence examination after 
gaining 24 months practical experience on aircraft/ 
engines/systems of aircraft of all up weight of 5,700 
Kg. or above and after 12 months practical experience 
on aircraft with all up weight below 5,700 Kg. 

Provided also that the Central Government may 
relax the minimum experience requirement by a period 
of two years for applicants appearing for licence exa¬ 
minations on gliders. 

Provided also that for applicants who have satis¬ 
factorily completed training^ in institutes approved 
by Director General, the Central Government may 
relax the experience requirements by one year. 

(B) Every applicant for the extension of a licence 
already valid for a paricular category, or for ad- 
d’tion of another category in his licence, shall pos¬ 
se s maintenance experience relevant to the cat- 
gory or type endorsement specified by the Director 
General in the Civil Airworthiness Requirements. 

(3) The categories in respect of which licences 
for Aircraft Maintenance Engineers may be .granted 
shall be as follows :— 

(a) licences applicable to aircraft but exclu¬ 
ding engines (conforming to Interna¬ 
tional Civil Aviation Organization Type 
II licences)—Category A; 

(b) licences applicable to overhaul of aircraft 
having maximum all up weight below 
5700 kgs. but excluding engines (confor¬ 
ming to International Civil Aviation Orga¬ 
nisation Type 1 licences)—Category B; 

(e) licences applicable to engines (conforming 
to International Civil Aviation Organisa¬ 
tion Type II licences)—Categoy C. 
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(d) licences applicable to overhaul of pistons, 
engines with the power rating not exceed¬ 
ing 500 BHP‘ (conforming to international 
Civil Aviation Organisation Type 1 licen¬ 
ces)--Category D; 

(e) licences applicable to electrical systems 

(conforming to International Civil Avia¬ 
tion Organisation Type Ii licences)— 
Category E; 

(f) licences, applicable to instruments systems 
including autopilots (conforming to Inter¬ 
nationa Civil Aviation Organisation Type 
II licences)—Category I; 

(g) licences applicable to radio communica¬ 
tion navigation and radar system (confor¬ 
ming to International Civil Aviation Orga¬ 
nisation Type II licences)—Category R; 

(h) licences applicable to avionics systems or 
aircraft where eletrical instruments and 
radio systems arc integrated with the use of 
advanced computer system and the opera¬ 
tion cf llying control > is based on lly by 
wire technology (confirming to Inter¬ 
national Civil Aviation Organisation Type 

II licences)- Category V; 

(i) licences applicable to overhaul of instru¬ 

ments, electrical equipment, radio equip¬ 
ment, V P. propellers and autopilots as 
installed on aircraft with all up weight be¬ 
low 5700 kgs. (conforming to international 
Civil Aviation Organisation Type I liccn- 
ces)-Catcgory X. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub¬ 
rule (3) microlight aircrafts may be certified by anv 
Aircraft Maintenance Engineer, holding a licence in 
/Category A, category B, category C, category D or 
category X as the case may be. 

(5) The privileges of the: various Aircraft. Main¬ 
tenance Engineer’s licences shall be as follows : 

(a) For licences in categories A, C, F., I, R and 

V.~ 

(i) certification of flight release in respect of 

aircraft, engine or systems endorsed in 
the licence in the respective category; 

(ii) certification in the logbook of inspection, 

work done under maintenance schedule 
approved by the Director General, minor 
repairs approved by the Director Gene¬ 
ral, modifications approved by the Direc¬ 
tor Genera), and replacements of compo¬ 
nents parts and inspection thereof in res¬ 
pect of aircraft, engine or systems as the 
case may be, endorsed in licence in the 
respective category. 

(1-0 For licences in categories B, D and N,~ - 

(i) certification of overhaul, repairs, modifi¬ 
cations', tests or replacements effected in 
accordance* with the procedures and 
techniques approved by the Director 


General, in respect of Aircraft, engines, 
instruments, equipment or endorsed in 
the licence in the respective category; 

(ii) certification of the construction of com¬ 
ponents and parts fabricated in accoi- 
dauee with drawings approved by the 
Director General and from materials ap¬ 
proved by the Director General and ob¬ 
tained from sources approved by the 
Director General unless specifically ex¬ 
cluded in the licence. 

(6) Issue of Authorisation. 

The Central Government may grant Authorisation 
to the holder of an Aircraft Maintenance Engineer's 
Licence to issue a certificate of maintenance or a 
certificate of /fight release or of both, m respect of 
any new aircraft, engine system or items of equip¬ 
ment which hare been brought into India and which 
arc not within the scope of his licence. 

Provided hat no such approval shall be granted 
unless^—1 

(i) the Central Government is satisfied that such 

holder has sufficient training and ex¬ 
perience, and 

(ii) such holder has passed such examination and 
furnished such evidence- specified by the 
Director General in the Civil Airworthiness 
Requirements. 

(7) Issue of Approvals. 

The Central Government may grant approval to an 
applicant employed in an organisation approved by 
the Director General to issue a certificate of main¬ 
tenance in respect of an aircraft, engine, system com¬ 
ponent, instrument, accessory or item ol equipment 
including radio equipment after inspection, mainten¬ 
ance, overhaul, repair, modification or test perform¬ 
ed in accordance with the proceduics approved bv 
the Director General upon being satisfied that the 
applicant has sufficient knowledge, experience and has 
passed such examinations as specified by Director 
General in the Civil Airworthiness Requirements. 

(8) Certificate of Competency. 

The Central Government may grant a Certificate 
of ompetency to an applicant employed in a firm ap¬ 
proved by Director General to perform specialized 
processess which may affect the airworthiness of an 

’-craft, upon, being satisfied that the applicant has 
~ "noetency anl skill and has passed such examina¬ 
tions prescribed by Director General. 

(9) An applicant for grant or extension to an air¬ 
craft maintenance engineers licence shall undergo 
tests which may consist of : 

(a) written examination, 

(b) oral examination. 

(e) approval practical test. 

Provided that any person from Indian Air Force or 
Indian Navy or Air Operational Wing of Indian Army 
who produces evidence to the satisfactions of the 
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Director General that he possesses necessary experi¬ 
ence, competency and standard of technical profi¬ 
ciency, may be eremnied by the Central Government 
from any of 'lie tests o; part thereof referred to in 
this sub rule. 

Provided further 1 that the Central Govern¬ 
ment may subject to such conditions as it may deem 
fit, exempt any applicant from any of the tests or 
part thereof referred above if the applicant holds a 
licence granted by a competent authority of a foreign 
slate party to the convention to act in the capacity of 
Aircraft Maintenance Engineer. 

(10) An applicant who fails in any of the above tests 
shall be permitted to appear again for such tests only 
after acquiring additional experience of three months 
or such other period in the appropriate field as may 
be intimated to the applicant by the Director Gene¬ 
ral. 

(11 > Validity. 

(a) Unless cancelled or suspended, licences shall 

be valid for the period specified therein, 
subject to a maximum period of 2 years in 
each case, and may thereafter lie renewed 
by the Central Government for another 2 
years on application provided that during 
2 years preceding the date of application for 
the Tencval of the licence the holder has 
been engaged or a period totaling at least 
six months in aeronautical engineering 
cither in practical maintenance or repair or 
overhaul or in a supervisory capacity or as 
a member of operating crew of an aircraft, 

(b) licence which has remained expired for a pe¬ 
riod in excess of two years shall be renewed 
only after the applicant has passed such 
tests as prescribed by the Director General 
in the Civil Airworthiness Requirements. 

(c) Authorisations, approvals uml certificates of 

competency shall remain valid, unless can¬ 
celled or suspended, for a period not ex¬ 
ceeding 6 months and may be extenled by 
the Central Government for a further period 
of 6 months provided the applicant has 
been continuously engaged in the perfor¬ 
mance of the task for two months within 
the preceding six months. 

(12) An Aircraft Maintenance Engineer licensed 
in a particular category shall, subject to the provisions 
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of sub rule (13), be competent to deal with the 
milters specified in sub rule (5) in respect of the 
category of licence which he holds. 

(13) Every licence granted under this rule shall 
specify the type or types of aircraft, aeio engines, 
inslrumens, accessories or equipment which the li¬ 
censee is competent to deal with, and may contain 
restrictions limiting his competence to deal with any 
particular class of work, and the Central Goverrn- 
ment may at any time vary such specifications or 
restrictions. 

(14) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub¬ 
rule (3) of rule 19, the Central Government may 
after such inquiry - as it may deem fit and if ter giv¬ 
ing a reasonable opportunity of being heard, cancel, 
suspend or endorse any licence, authorisation, appro¬ 
val or certificate of competency granted unler this 
rule where it is satisfied that,— 

(a) the holder has perermed work cr granted a 

certificate in respect of work which has not 
been pet formed in a careful and competent 
manner or; 

(b) the, holder has signed a certificate in respect 
of any matter which he is not licensed to 
deal with, cr 

(c) it is undesirable for any other reason that 
, the holder should continue to exercise his 

privileges granted under this rule. 

(15) The Central Governmen may withhold the 
grant or renewal of a licence, authorisation, approval 
or certificte of competence if for any reason it consi¬ 
ders it desirable to do so.
